On Tuesday, August 4, citizens from 
all over Romulus will be finding enjoy- 
able ways to promote crime-prevention 
awareness by participating in the City’s 
"National Night Out" (NNO) program. 

NNO — sponsored by the National 
Association of Town Watch — is a pro- 
gram designed to: 
> heighten crime- and drug-preven- 

tion awareness; 

¢ generate support for, and participa- 
tion in, local anticrime programs; 

¢ strengthen neighborhood spirit and 
police-community partnerships; and 

¢ sendamessage to criminals, letting 
them know that neighborhoods are 
organized and fighting back. 

Now in its 15th year, the annual event 

brings together more than 30 million 

people — citizens, law-enforcement 
agencies, neighborhoodorganizations, 
civic groups, businesses, and public 

officials — from all 50 states, the U.S. 

territories, Canada, and military bases 

worldwide. 

The Romulus Police Department 
has coordinated the organization of a 
number of activities to be held through- 
out the City in recognition of NNO. 

"By banding together, we can make 
our community a safer place to live and 
work," said Romulus Crime Prevention 
Officer Joe Richardson. "The various 
activities planned for NNO will give citi- 
zens a chance to get out and become 
better acquainted with their neighbors, 
meetlocallaw-enforcement officers, and 
learn more about ways to work together 
for the protection of all."

Prominent Local Attorney Dies 


Romulus said good-bye to one of 
its most prominent figures earlier this 
month when local attorney and former 
Romulus Justice of the Peace and 34th 
District Court Judge Felix F. Rogalle of 
Belleville passed away on Saturday, 
July 11, 1998, at the age of 65. 

Born in Detroit on December 3, 
1932, Felix was the son of the late Felix 
and Anna (Poniatowski) Rogalle. After 
receiving his Bachelor's Degree from 
Michigan State University in 1955, 
Rogalle served his country in the United 
States Army, earning a Good Conduct 
Medal, before going on to earn his Judi- 
cial Degree from the Detroit College of 
Law in 1963 and pursue a distinguished 
legal career. 

He is survived by his three daugh- 
ters, Anne (Phil) Ruffino (Milford), Kara 
Rogalle (Flint), and Diana Rogalle 
(Washington, D.C.); a sister, Barbara 
Rogalle-Miller (Belleville); a brother, 
Lawrence Rogalle Shh and a 
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Felix Rogalle

The Difference? Democrats!

What would Michigan's public-policy 
landscape look like, had Democrats not 
controlled the Michigan House of Rep- 
resentatives during 1997 and 1998? 
One can only speculate ... 

What $180 Check? 

The $1.2-billion auto-insurance re- 
fund from the Michigan Catastrophic 
Claims Association was nowhere on 
the Republican radar screen before 
January 1998. In January, House Demo- 
crats first announced legislation which 
became the cornerstone of their 1998 
agenda -—leadingto rebates of $180 per 
vehicle. No refunds would have oc- 
curred, had Republicans controlled the 
House. | 
What Raise for Working Families? 

Democrats won a 16-year battle to 
modernize the State's minimum wage — 
increasing it. to $5.15 per hour. The 
massive layoffs forecast by Republi- 
cans never materialized. No raise for 
working families, had Republicans con- 
trolled the House. 

Local Roads Run from Lansing 

In 1997, Governor John Engler pro- 
posed to cut into local control by taking 
over 23,000 miles of local roads and 
keeping the revenue for them in Lan- 
sing. House Democrats roadblocked 
the takeover. Now — thanks to House 
Democratic efforts inthe 1998-99 trans- 
portation budget — county, city, and vil- 
lage roads will be guaranteed 61% of 
State funding and 25% of Federal fund- 
ing for two more years. Local roads 
(and local road dollars) under State 
control, had Republicans controlled the 
House. 

No Additional Police on Patrol 

House Democrats stood alone in 
fighting to secure $10 million to expand 
local police forces. Today, the funds are 
being used to put more than 200 police 
Officers on patrol in neighborhoods 
throughout Michigan. No additionalcops 
walking the beat, had Republicans con- 
trolled the House. 

A Cleaner Michigan? 

Not really. Governor Engler's 1998 
Clean Michigan Initiative provided little 
in terms of environmental protection. 
House Democrats helped reach a com- 
Promise which included $90 million for 

cleaner water, plus funding for parks, 
pollution prevention, and lead contami- 
nation cleanup. No funds for clean wa- 
ter and pollution prevention, had Re- 
publicans controlled the House. 
Abandoning Higher Education 

In his proposed 1998-99 budget, 
Governor Engler asked for a borderline 
increase in funding for Michigan's col- 
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leges and universities, and a zero-per- 
cent increase for community colleges. 
House Democrats negotiated increases 
in aid which may allow most institutions 


- to keep tuition rates below the rate of 


inflation — preserving the ability of their 
students to claim the College Tuition 
Tax. Credit. House Democrats also 
fought to secure $33 million in a supple- 
mental budget for Michigan's higher- 
education system. Had Republicans 
controlled the House, how high would 
tuition rates be rising this fall? 
NO Middle-class Tax Cuts 

In 1997, House Democrats pro- 
posed a series of middle-class tax cuts 
to offset the Governor's gas-tax in- 
crease. Senate Republicans, instead, 
proposed reducing the sales tax on 
gasoline — cutting taxes for out-of-state 
drivers and, over nine years, robbing $1 
billion from local schools. Today, middle- 
class families enjoy astandard income- 
tax deduction which is $200 higher; tax 
deductions of $300 and $600 for chil- 
dren under 13; and a college-tuition tax 
credit which has doubled to eight per- 
cent. Tax cuts "22," "23," and "24" — 
thanks to the leadership of House Demo- 
crats. None of these tax cuts would be 


_ law today, had Republicans controlled 


the House. 
MORE Tax Cuts for the Wealthy? 

In 1998, the final phase-in of the 
Intangibles Tax repeal took effect. The 
hallmark of the "Rubber Stamp Repub- 
licanism" of 1995-96, this $522-million 
tax cut benefited just three percent of 
Michigan taxpayers — primarily the su- 
perrich, who enjoyedtax cuts of $32,000 
each. 

Democrats Made a Difference 

What did the "Rubber Stamp Re- 

publicans" bring Michigan three years 


ago? Tax cuts for the wealthy, cuts in 


unemployment benefits, and corporate 
profits put ahead of consumer safety. 
Middle-class voters have looked back 
on"Rubber.Stamp Republicanism" and 
decided that they didn't get much out of 
it for their families. Democrats have 
changed the equation, and the results. 
A Democratic Majority in the House has 
forced the Governor to negotiate and 
compromise. Better public policy has 
resulted for the citizens of Michigan. 
House Democrats have brought the 
concerns of working families back into 
the political debate. Our accomplish- 
ments include support for education, 
middle-class tax cuts, the auto-insur- 
ance refund, more police on patrol, af- 
fordable higher-education choices, and 
environmental protection.

Fruit Dishes Make Summer 
Gatherings Deliciously Simple

The summer seasonis agreattime 
to visit with friends andfamily. Of course, 
where there's company, there's food. 
Whether we're getting together to bar- 
becue by the lake, in the park, or in my 
backyard, | always plan dishes which 


make use of the many fresh fruits that 
are so readily available at this time of 
year. | enjoy incorporating all my favor- 
ite fruits into low-fat smoothies, bever- 
ages, salads, and desserts. | 
The recipes below are some that | 
often bring along to our gatherings, and 
no one can ever get enough of them. 
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Yogurt-Berry Pie 

(makes 12 servings) 

3 cups whole strawberries 

2'/4 cups fresh raspberries 

1 medium banana 

'/, cup thawed, frozen pineapple-juice 
concentrate 

"4 cup honey 

1'/2 cups plain, nonfat yogurt 

43 cup honey-flavored wheat germ 

18 honey grahamcrackers (2'/e squares, 
crushed) | 

'/s cup reduced-calorie tub margarine, 
melted 

1 tablespoon shredded coconut 

In food processor, combine straw- 
berries, 1'/2cups of the raspberries, and 
the banana; blend until smooth. Add 
juice concentrate and honey; pulse until 
blended. With motor running, slowly 
add yogurt until combined. 

Spoon yogurt mixture into an 11 x 7" 
baking pan. Cover and freeze 2-3 hours, 
until almost firm. 

Meanwhile, to prepare crust, pre- 
heat oven to 350°F. Spray a 9" pie pan 
with nonstick cooking spray. 

In medium bowl, combine wheat 
germ, graham cracker crumbs, and 
margarine. Press crumb mixture evenly 
over bottom and up sides of prepared 
pie pan. Bake 8-10 minutes, until set. 
Cool completely. 

Break partially frozen yogurt mix- 
ture into large chunks; place in food 
processor; blend until smooth. Spoon 
yogurt into cooled pie shell. Sprinkle 
with remaining °/4 cup raspberries and 
the coconut. Cover andfreeze until firm. 
Let stand 10 minutes before serving.

1 teaspoon pineapple extract 
Mint leaves, for garnish (optional) 


__ Infood processor, combine mango, 
carambola, and pineapple; puree until 
smooth. With motor running, add selt- 
zer, apricot nectar, lime juice, and pine- 
apple extract; process until blended. 
Cover and refrigerate at least 1 hour, 
until well chilled. Serve in frosted mugs; 
garnish with mint leaves, if desired.

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ida (Trelenberg) Swantek | 


lda Swantek (nee Trelenberg) 
died Sunday, June 7, 1998, at Uni- 
versity of Michigan Medical Center in 
Ann Arbor, after suffering a cerebral 
hemorrhage Friday morning, June 5, 
while picking strawberries near her 
home on Hannan Road in New Bos- 
ton, Michigan. She was 78. 

ida was well-known in the New 
Boston and Romulus area, where 
she spent most of her life. She began 
her working career at Romulus State 
Bank (laterto become Manufacturer's 
National Bank and then Comerica 
Bank) in 1940 as a teller and secre- 
tary to the President. She retired 
from the bank in 1981. During her 
time there, she experienced two hold- 
ups at her teller window. In one, a 
man placed a bag on the counter, 
along with a note which demanded 
money and indicated that he had a 
gun. Her response was to scold him 
and say that she couldn't give him 
the money because it wasn't hers. 
He was so stunned that he left. 

lda's colleagues at the bank re- 
member her as a dedicated and 
meticulous employee, and a warm 
and upbeat person. 

Born January 25, 1920, in Detroit, 
Michigan, Ida was the oldest child of 
German immigrants Emil and Emma 
Trelenberg, who came here fromwhat 
now is Ukraine. The family moved to 
a farmon Harrison Road in Romulus 
when Ida was young, and she at- 
tended various schools in Huron 
Township, Flat Rock, and Romulus, 
graduating from Romulus High 
School in 1938. At the time of her 
death, she was serving as amember 
of the committee planning a reunion 
of Romulus High School's classes of 
1916 through 1949, which will be 
held October 3, 1998, in Romulus.
